Change of Peeling between the Colonies 
and Great Britain. 

How oftoii in the courao of a man's life i.s 
he remiiideJ of tlio trulli of llio saying timi 
ha is the creuturo of circumslaiic jd. All his 
experience only ati-engilions tlio idea. Work 
as ho will, how Ircquenlly does ho find lliiU 
all tiis plans, all his oll'orts, aro npsol aod 
•rendered fruitless by some uiiluward event 
over which he could hare uo control. Ou 
tHe othor hand, what influence is at times 
exercised by conlingonoids in bringing to 
light now phases ol things, or slrengthoniug 
■od developing old ones ? A fow years ago 
the more speculative and adventurous spirits 
amODg the inhabitants of the various de- 
pendencies of the Crown of Great Britain 
were aucustomed to indulgo themselves 
with contemplating tho prospect of niitional- 
ity separate from tho muihor country. How- 
ever it was seldom more than inuro speuulii- 
tipn.,:^|rbe!4xeality: seemed far away in the 
idim fdta'ro. The Continent of America wa.'! 
then wrapped in the jnirsuits of peace, lis 
inhabitants cougrutuhiled thomselve.s that 
■whilo ill oilier purls of the world — on llie 
hlooi-staiiiod fields of liislorio Europe the 
angry clash of wnr bo often alannod luid so 
often carrying ruin and destruetion amid the 
fairhbmes of their people — in the new world 
nt least tho ploughshare took tho place of 
the sword. Such an idea as looking upon 
their neighbors as onomies was not enter- 
tained. Still loss was it thought necessary 
to make any o.xlensive propanuions fur lios- 
tilo contingencies. No, the British Aineri. 
can colonists in general thought! their only 
danger of a war lay from tho possibility of a 
luplure between the Groat North 'American 
Federation and Great Britain, and that they 
considered too much against the intorests 
of both parties to be in ar.ywise probable. 
The likelihood of a mighty civil war break- 
ing out in the Republic seemed to be too re- 
mote to canso any alarm. But tho possibility 
of 'sucli''a{i';. internal commotion Ijoin;^ the 
CUUBS, however distant, of hastening ami 
directing the mareli of evonis towards tho 
separation of the colonics from the parent 
country, never entered tho brains of even tho 
most tar-»ecing politicians. Vet so it is. 
But a few months have p.issed over our 
heads, and what a change in the sentiments 
eatertained,.betyv,een; Great: Britain and her 
North Atnerioiin Provinces. 

We alluded to the inception ol this event 
some time ago. Every d;iy brings liiriher de- 
velopments ol the mailer. W'luil wiis t'uriiicrly 
only an idea— a matter for .speculation only — is 
now becoming ali.\ed fact. What al liisl only 
agitated Cuuuda, and thut ouly partially, is 
npW rapidly Y°^D!pg ground, and all'ecliDg the 
rcraaindcr of the Provinces of British North 
America. New Brunswick and is'ova Hcotia 
are awaking to the lact lliiit lliuy loo luo 
teresled parties; that whatever all'eets one 
Prsvinco is a matter of cuiicurn to the others; 
that the priuciplcy which aiiiiiiatcd the lioinc 
QovernnicDt in their troutuicnt ol the I'roviucc 
of Canada, are .not Jocal applioationsionly, but 
are those wbicli are likely to be the stand- 
ard by which, as far us cfrcunistanecs will 
allow, the future dealings of l*lnglatid with her 
Colonies is to bo regulated. 'I'licy too, as well 
as Canada, perceive that their destiny i.s na 
tionalily. Aud, however loth they may be to 
hasten in any wise the severing of the links 
'wMoht'Uay6;,'SO' long bound them willing sub 
jects of the British Crown, yet they do not 
shirk tho contemplation ol that issue. They 
do not appear to be in any great alarm ul 
forcible absorption by their powerful neighbor, 
that bugbear by which J-Jiiglish statesmen 
have sought to freigliteii the hardy races ol the 
British North American I'ruvinces into fol- 
lowing the example of tho mother country, and 
plunging into debt for a war e.\peuditure in a 
time of pence. They know well iliat however 
wildly politicians and newspapers or* either 
side may bluster, that there is still a strong 
joducemeDt .of >niutual interest and friendly 
feeling botvvceu the native races of botli coun 
tries ; so strong, indeed, would ihesu cuiineel 
itig links ultimately become, that the annexa- 
tion of the Norlherii Slates to tho incaenl 
British Province in ii peaceable manner would 
he in no way unlikely. 

In , order thut our readers may be able to 
itoria'Wmoid^i!.' of the length to which the press 
of the Eastern Provihcns go in this matter 
•we give a few extracts from some of our late 
exchanges. The AuuUun Rtconlcr, of Hali- 
fax, N. S., in an article on " iJefeiicc oi the 
Colonics," speaking oi the imj)ulicy of the 
colonial press embittering public leeliiig be- 
tween the two countries and tho necessity of 
maintaining friendly relations, s;iys . * 
"|We do not hesitate to declare boldly that 
•we see no reason why amicable relations may 
not be sustained between our neiijlibors anil 
ourselves. We do not believe there is any de- 
sire on the part of the people of the N orlh to 
acquire any of our territory ; the boasting ol a 
fiiW stump orators to the contrary notuitli- 
standing. Tlio great coniinercial eumnuiniiy 
of the North desires to cherish jjeace and con- 
tinne and cnluryc Ihoir trade with us, and it 
is very nuich oul of place in us to be tho lirst 
and loudest in partizauship against the North, 
whose claims, to say the least, upon the sur- 
rounding peoples, and on us, arc us well wor- 
thy of attention as those of the South. \\a 
think the people ol Ihifse Colonic.') so imicli re- 
senible the peo|)le of the Northen .Stales that 
one strong anli Xorlhern press can hardly be 
an index ol the public leeling. , * * 

There is additional incentive to caution (jii 
the'tfatt'of the press and public men of iliose 
Colonics in the possible changeswliieli may, 
before many years, occur in the organizatioa 
of empire in this part of tho world. II union 
shall bo lound impossible — as it will — in the 
Hepublic, the people of tho North, who have 
been taught never to doubt the ultimate suS 
mission of the South, will be suddenly 
awakened to now ideas. 'I'he causes of dis- 
sension among the remaining States will 
have wonderfully accumulated, and soiiio of 
the border States may not unnaturally seek 
now alliniioos. Instead oi tho States an- 
nexing Canada, we may aiine.x a low of the 
States, not by force of arms, but pencefullv 
and in the natural and legitimate course of 
events, (lured to us by a friendly attitude.) 
The mother country is teaching us to look 
out for ourselves, and it is not unnatural that 
•»ve should anticijmle changes conducive to 
our future prusperty." 

We would odd, that the above was written 
before the news of the debates of the Homo 
GoTernmeiit en the' Bubjecit of Colonial forti- 
fioationB had irsAbhod't^Atneirlca. And iho 



writer, while givingexprossion to those views, 
was fully alive to tho luoessity of being pre- 
pared for any rupture bet.voen fingland and 
AiTiorica while tho colonial connection e.v- 
isted. The following from the JVccklij Free- 
mtiii, of St. John, will serve to show what 
tho people ol New Brunswick think on tho 
subject. While contending that the Colu- 
nisls are quite willing to do their .^hare in 
defending Ihomsolvos against foreign inva- 
.lioiijil is argued that llio war would bo an 
Imperial one, and, as such, the chief burden 
of it must be burno by the JIini)iro. nut by the 
I'roviiioes. At Iho same time it declajes that 

" If we were to accept as true and as con 
elusive what ministers and leading men o( the 
opiiositiun are reported to have said respect- 
ing tho po,sition and defence of these I'roviii- 
cea, in tho House of Comnioiia on the night ol 
,hily '2o\,h, the sooner we set to work tu [ire- 
pare for .separation from England, and lor in- 
dependence, the better. If we arc to be safe 
from invasion only while the LTniUil States ure 
williuul the means of attack, as Sir HoLacy 
Evans ;doscVibeS.',thom';,lo bo if ,now, when 
llicrc is' so i'niich of danger nt hand that the 
Imperial rarliaineiit is constantly debuting 
what ought to be done with us — tho Imperial 
Ciovcrninont'a chief cure .should be to show ih 
that lUnglaud docs not care one farthing about 
our adhesion, UK Koebuek llie radical urges; 
if though an invasion of Canada meant war 
with England, the chief object of the Imperial 
(iovcriimci:t in such a war wonld be to open 
Southern [loits and e.sliiblisli a lice trade with 
llic Cuiifcderiile Slatu:;, as ."-.ir ('oi-iiwull Lewis, 
one ol the niinistry, wonld lead us to suppose ; 
il our ardor, in a contest arising out of a 
(pnurel purely and wholly Imperial, and of 
which we woiiKl have necessarily to bear the 
brunt, is tube inllaincd to tho jiroper i)iti:li. or 
saved lr(jm d;imp by withholding Ent;lish 
lioops, lu-i IHcraeli, leader of the opposiliou 
u.'^serts ; or if flnglaiid, in case of nclnal war, 
can send no more Iroops than she has sent, as 
Lord ralniuisloii, the I'lemier, is reported to 
have .saiil — lo use the weirds attributed to him, 
" Eiv^land has ncnl nil the Imops to Canada, 
and it rexls with the. Canadians to make all 
further iiiovinion re'itiisiic to protect the Colo- 
nics from iiiraswn"—\\' all this be as those 
statesmen are represented to have slated, then 
indeed, the sooner wo make up our minds to 
endure what is inevitable ; the sooner the con- 
nection is ended the better." 

'•^Ve have no (pmrrel or cause ol rpiarrcl with 
our iiciyhbors. l!y ]irndeiice, inoderalioo, ami 
fair play wc may pussibly avoid a ipiarrcl for 
many years to come''

Before coinmenoiiig'bDshjess, tho Cui uncr 
oommanted very severely upon souio stric- 
luros contaiiioil in the J'n'sx newspaper con- 
cerning tlio conduct of till! jurord in this 
case.

The Coroner characterized the remarks as 
uncalled for and incorrect. As for jurors 
hdling about, there was not a snihcient 
number of chairs in tho room to acconinio- 
(Jalo tlipni all with seiits. 

iMr. Wilson (iijurar) thoui^ht the reniaika j 
of the paper perfectly correct. There was ! 
both oi^tir-smoking and lolling; strangers 
were mixed up; with the jurors, and; other 
improper practices pre,vailed--be8idps, he 
considered it iinprbper' to hold an itiquest in 
a saloon. 

The Coroner reiterated the statement that 
he saw nothing improper in the conduct of 
tho jurorii on the occasion alluded to, and ns 
for meeting in a saloon;'' he' iboogbt the 
thanks of the jury wei-b due Mr. Grilliii for 
the kind loan of the cunitortablo ruoni in 
vrhich they were holding the iiKiiiest.

Wit- 
ness saw his brother lirst wlieu lie was ly- 
injf in the hall of Drunimond's house, on 
Monday evening, l.otli itist. ; my brother 
said, "George llawlins or liollings needn't 
have done this. lie asked me what I was 
iloing there, aud I replied, I, wanted nolhiag 
dishonest." Brother said tho name was 
Rolling or Rawlins — I don't know which — 
oh, I remember now, he saitl llie iiaino was 
Lawrence — Tin sure that I'm right now.

She IS a tall, fiuelook- 
ing woman of about two-anil-twniity years. 
She "was attired in a light figured silk 
dress, black silk niaiuilla, gipsy straw 
hat,- . and black crape veil. Sho wore 
no jewelry. Throughout the examination 
slie botiayed no feeling, and was port and 
sententious in giving her answers. Hur 
evidence was as follows .

I,awroin'.'3, but lier husband 
wanted to and we stopped hiai ; wo were 
afraid Lawiciicu would shout us both, and 
Mrs, L. took the pistol out of his hand and 
bid it; he did not soom'BubVr, and waji ^ery 
luuoti excited ;' I tcnoVtUSi^tl^ aS86se*!'and 
Webster were uii tho besf'of'torins — deceas- 
ed was Lawrence's best friend.

tiuestioii — Did Webster stale why he wa.i 
threatened? 

Answer. — Ho did not. 

Question — Is your house divided Into two 
parts ? 

Answer — There is a back door ami a fiont 
door; ilo not know how long the bad feeling 
had existed between Odell and Wubstor. 

Hy a Juror — Did you ever hear Odell say 
he Would shoot Webster? 

Answer. — Yes, I hare; cannot explain 
why he made llie threat; I warned Webster 
to beware of Odell, hut he took iiot the 
slightest notice. Odell cherished feelings 
of animosity against several other person.s. 
A person named Myers was in the habit of 
calling to sue me; he is a tall man ; some- 
times Webster came to tho back door and 
sonielinies to the front; ho generally came 
alone ; he was always a great fileiid of 
Lawrence's family anil used to call on thoin 
fur three years tiast ; 1 have hcaid that 
Canty threatened Lawrence's life; have often 
told Webster to come in at the front door, 
but he always said ho never wanted tu see 
my husband. Ue (deceased) bad very sly 
ways about hiha. 1 never knew him to at- 
tempt to come through a window; have 
bogged him to slay away from the house 
altogether, but he would nut. There is one 
rcmaak I would like to make ; I believe Mr. 
Lawrence is quite innocent ut this ciime, 
that is I believe he shot the wrong man. 

Mrs. Odell, when asked by tho Coroner if 
she could find any person to go her secnriiy 
to apjiear and give evidence at tho As.ii/.es '. 
replied tha: she didn't know any person who 
would bo willing to do so; had never said 
that she thought that she would leave the 
colony. ^ , 

j;iir. uisnop maue application to have her 
placed under bail to appeer. 

Mrs. Odell said she was sure she would 
not live two weeks in jail, and she could get 
no one to go lier security. 

Mr. Odell. who was present, said he had 
once olfered to go her bail in tho sum of 
SlOOO, but Would not do so uow. 

The Coroner ilirected her to find two 
sureties in 875 each, and herself in X150 ; 
but the woman was nnxioiis to be liberated 
on her ''word and honor." She was finally 
liberated temporarily to ali'ord her an o[ipor- 
lunity. to procure bondsmen.

Dir. Helmckoa and Triinble, who held a 

lioal morkm examihatioti lipon the body, 
gave evidence that the fat.Al bullet entered 
the abdomen of tho deceased and p;issfld 
through the inferior portion of the left lobe 
of ih'j liver into the second lumbar verlebrao 
upon the left side. Death resulted from in- 
ternal hermorrhage. Dr. Trimble also stated 
that Webster told him that he believed he 
was shot by mistake. 

The inquest was here adjourned until 3 
o'clock, p. m.
